That 

according to the laft Advices from Toulon, there are 

6 Ships of War ready to put to Sea, with 4 ‘Tartans, 

and 3 other Veffels, but on what Defign is not 

known; That they are fitting out a greater Num- 

ber of Men of War in that Port, to be commanded 

by the Count de Tholoufe ; and that the 18000 Re- 

cruits for the Army in Italy will embark by the be- 
ginning of March. 

Rome, Feb. 3. Yefterday we felt a Shog of a new 
Earthquake, which damag’d feveral Buildings, a- 
mong others the Church of St. Peter, and the Vati- 
can Palace. The Pope being at the fame time in 
the Chappel of the Vatican with the facred College, 
moft of the Cardinals ran out into the Streets to 
fave themfelves, fo that there remain’d with him 
only thofe that are old and in firm ; with whom he 
fell proftrate on the Ground crying for Mercy : Af- 
_ ter which he went to ‘St. Peter’s Church to offer up 
his Devotions ; and being return’d to his Apartment, 
took a little refrefhment, and went to the Church of 
St. Clement, from whence he walk’d to that of Sr. 
an Lateran and went up the Scala Santa on his 

nees ; and all thar®Day took no other fuftenance 
than what he ufually orders to be diftributed to the 
mendicant Fryars. The People crowd perpetually 
to the Principal Churches to obtain the Jubilee gran- 
ted by the Pope, which began on the 21ft of laft 
Month, and will end on the 6th Inftant. The 
Religious Societies go daily in Proceilion, finging Li- 
tanies and Difciplining their Shoulders ; fome draw 
heavy Chains aher them, and one Man craw!'d up- 
on his Knees from the Church of St. Auguftine to 
that of Sr. Peter. The Pope himfelf has faid Mafs 
in the Cathedral of St. Peter and St. Mary Major, 


for the repofe of the Souls of thofe that Perifh’d un- . 


der the Ruines of Norcia, Cafcia, and other Towns 
of the Ecclefiaftical Srare thar were thrown down in 
the former Earthquake ; and has caus’d Boxes to be 
plac’d in all the Churches, to receive Alms for fuch 
as are reduc’d to Poverty, by the lofs of their Houfes 
and Goods ; to whom he has fent Money and Pro- 
vilions of his own, and exempted their Towns from 
all Impofts and Gabells. 

They write from Leghorne of the 3d inftanr, That 
the Envoy of England has bought up Beef on the 
Coafts of the Gulph de la Specie, to the value of 
$000 Crowns, to be falted for the ufe of the Squa- 
dron that is to come into the Straights. 

Venice, Feb. 9. They write from Sinigalia, That 
on the 3d an Earthquake was felt there, that did a 
great dealof Damage. And from Lombardy ’tis ad- 
visd, That the continual Snows and Rains have 


render’d the Roads fo bad, that neither of the two.

_ Paris, Feb. 19. "Tis given out that there is Ad- 
vice from Barjac of the roth Inftant, importing that 
Monfieur Julien has had a Skirmifh with fome of the 
Malecontents on one fide of the Wood of Barjac ; 
that the Rebels ftood 2 Difcharges, bur were bea- 
ten by the King’s Troops, and follow’d into the

tell us, that Meifieurs Julien and Guine, being rein- 
forc’d by a Regiment of Dragoons, had defeated 
another Body of the Malecontents; and that the 
Marfhal de Montrevel arriv’d on the 12th at Sr. 
Efprit. Letters from Nifmes of the 11th fay, that 
the Rebels to the Number of 1000 had attempted to 
pafs the Ardefche, and had beaten the Militia thar 
defended the Paflage, but Monficur Julien coming to 
the Aififtance of the Jatter, the Malccontents were 
oblig’d to retire. 

Haguc, Feb.22. An Adjutant General is arriv’d 
here from Prince Lewis of Baden: My Lord Over- 
kirk will not come hither from the Rhine fo foon as 
was expected, his Prefence being neceffary there : 
My Lord Paget is arriv’d here, and moft of his Bag- 
gage is gone to Rotterdam : The Heer Smetrau En- 
voy of the King of Pruffia, was yefterday in Confe- 
rence with the Deputies of their High Mightineffes, 
concerning the Will of the late King William. 

Amfterdam, Feb.21. On the 14th a Man of War 
commanded by Captain Craey, fail’d out of the 
Texel with fome Merchant-fhips under her Convoy; 
the next day they came on the Coaft of Flanders, 
where they difcover’d 5 Capers of Oftend and Dun- 
kirk, one of 28, two of 18, andthe other of 12 
Guns, which follow’d them, and onthe 16th the 
Wind chopping about, attack’d them within two 
Leagues of Dover; Captain Craey drew up ina 
a Line with 3 of the Merchant-fhips that were 
arm’d ; and ply’d the Capers fo warmly with great 
and {mall Shor of all forts, that tho’ they were joyn’d 
in the Evening by two more Dunkirkers, they were 
oblig’d to fheer off, after they had receiv’d much 
Damage ; yet they took one of the Merchant-fhips : 
Since which Captain Craey, with the Ships under 
his Convoy, is return’d into the Texel. 

From on Board Her Majefty’s Ship the Dolphin ix 
Milford Haven, Feb. 6. This day being the Anni- 
verfary of Her Majefty’s Nativity, ic was celebrated 
here with great Demonftrations of Joy, both by Her 
Majefty’s Ships of War in this Port, and Merchant- 
men; Jacks, Enfigns, and Pendants, were flying 
from every Yard-arm and Topmaft-head ; at Noon 
fevcral Volleys of fmall Arms were fired, and all the 
GreatGuns; and the Commanders of Her Majefty’s 
Ships, and Mafters of the Merchant Ships, were 
entertain’d very handfomly by Commadore Soanes 
on board this Ship : The Night was concluded with 
Drinking Her Majefty’s Health, Volleys, Illumina- 
tions in the Shrouds, and Fireworks in this Ship.
